Iranian poll 
favours trial 
for hostages 

TEHRAN, May 31 (R}~ An opin- 
ion poll taken among 31 members 
of Iran’s new parliament indicates 
that a majority in the assembly 
may favour putting the American 
hostages on trial. 

Tbe results of the poll, pub- 
lished by the newspaper Kayhan 
today showed that 17 of the 31 
actively favoured a trial, and seven 
more took hard line positions 
without specifically mentioning a.

poll ruled out the question ofatrial. 

Iranian revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini has 
ruled that the parliament, which 
assembled for the first time last 
Wednesday, must decide on the 
terms for the release of the 
Americans held by Iranian milit- 
ants since last Nov. 4. 

Most of the 31 deputies inter- 
viewed were elected with the 
backing of the Islamic Republican 
Party (tRP) whose supporters are 
experted to dominate the new 
assembly once procedural work is 
over. 

On Wednesday, 234 deputies 
took their seats in parliament.

Warns Europe to delay initiative 

Carter threatens to veto 
any U.N. Mideast action 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP) - President Jimmy 
Carter threatened today that the United States 


would veto any U.N. action which might usurp the 
American role in Middle East negotiations. 


In a warning to European allies 
to delay any efforts to enter the 
dispute over Palestinian aut- 
onomy, Mr. Carter declared: "We 
have a veto power that we can 
exercise, if necessary, to prevent 
the Camp David process from 
being destroyed or subverted, and 
I would not hesitate to use iL" 

The President's remarks were 
made in an interview with the 
Cable News Network, an organ- 
isation beginning continuous tele- 
vision news broadcasts tomorrow. 
Excerpts of the interview, which 
will be broadcast on the network’s 
opening day. were made available 
by the White House today. 

French leadens and authorities 


in other Western European 
nations have begun to talk about 
advancing their own proposals for 
settling the dispute between Israel 
and Egypt over the future role in 
the Middle East for Palestinians. 

Mr. Carter fears this would 
upset the delicate negotiations 
involving the Ltoited Stares, Israel 
and Egypt. Any new effort would 
also increase the difficulty in 
bringing other Middle East 
nations into the Camp David 
peace process. 

“We are asking the European 
allies not to get involved in it for 
the time being” President Carter 
said. 

“I don’t believe they will do it 


for the next couple of weeks, 
which 7 believe will be enough 
time to get us back at the bar- 
gaining table,” be said. “ And even 
if they do come in, we will nor 
permit in the United Nations any 
action that would destroy the 
sanctity of and the present form of 
U.N. 242.” 

U.N. 242 is a Security Council 
resolution recognising Israel's 
right to exist. It has become the 
basis for all Middle East bar- 
gaining involving the United 
States. 

Israel and Egypt had set a target

Egypt, Israel bury brief disagreement 


CAIRO, May 31 (Agencies) - 
Egypt and Israel today buried 
their brief, and latest dis- 
agreement over Israeli troop 
withdrawals from Sinai as Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat- was reported 
“satisfied” with clarifications 
from Tel Aviv. 

The Egyptian leader received 
the explanations during a 40 
minute scheduled meeting with 
Israeli Ambassador Eliahu Ben 
Elissar who also submitted to Mr. 
Sadat a personal handwritten 
m e ssage from Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin. 

President Sadat asked Dr. Ben 
Elissar to convey a verbal message 
to Mr. Begin. There was wide 
speculation here that Begin may 
have suggested a summit meeting 
with President Sadat to discuss the 
stalled Palestinian autonomy talks 
and the situation over Israeli troop 
withdrawals from Sinai. 

But Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Gen. Kama] Hassan Ali told 
reporters that a meeting between 
the two leaders was “not dis- 
cussed” during Mr. Sadat's talks 
with Dr. Ben Elissar. He also 
declined to comment on reports in 
an Egyptian magazine earlier in 
the day that the deadlocked 
negotiations would resume next 
week or shortly after. 

Gen. Ali told reporters tbe 
meeting between Mr. Sadat and 
Dr. Ben Elissar dealt with Mr.

Kyprianou rejects 
resignation calls 

NICOSIA, May 31 (R) - Pres- 
ident Spyros Kyprianou said today 
he had no intention of bowing to 
demands for his resignation. 

In a radio and television broad- 
cast, he said: “Any attempt to 
force me to resign would be a 
deviation from the constitutional 
order, or at least a political coup.” 

The president, who came to 
power following tile death of Arc- 
hbishop Makarios in 1977; made 
his remarks in a reply to the 
Communist Party, Aiel, which 
has accused him of incompetence 
and withdrawn its support from 
the government. 

The opposition Democratic 
Rally Party, led by former Pres- 
ident Glafkos derides, has also 
attacked Mr. Kyprianou and 
railed for his resignation. 

In a seven-page statement last 
week Akel charged Mr. Kyp- 
rianou with having missed numer- 
ous opportunities to make prog- 
ress towards a settlement of the 
inter-communal problems which 
have kept the island divided since 
the Turkish army invaded the 
country in 1974.

Arafat re-elected Fateh chief 


DAMASCUS. May 31 (R) - 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat 
was re-elected today as 
commander-in-chief of Assifa 
forces, the military wing of the 
Fateh commando group. 

The Palestine News Agency 
(WAFA) said that a Fateh con- 
gress, attended by about 531 
members, also re-elected Mr. 
Arafat as overall leader of the 
Palestine National Liberation 
Movement (FATEH). 

Fateh’s central committee was 
re-elected and five new members 
were added, bringing the total to 
15. Mr. Khalil Al Wazir (Abu 
Jihad) was elected deputy 
commander-in-chief, Mr. Farouk 
Kaddoumi (Abut Lutuf) secretary 
of the central committee, and Mr. 
Mahmoud Abbas (Abu Mazen) 
the secretary’s deputy. 

Tbe congress is electing Fateh’s 
revolutionary council, which will 
now consist of 60 instead of 40 
members. 

A cable sent by the congress to 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad 
on the final day of the ten-day 
meeting expressed appreciation 
for Syrian support. The congress 
pledged to continue working 
against plans for an “imperialist 
settlement” of the Middle East 
conflict.

A FEW months ago, European diplomats in Washington 
were receiving fairly heavy hints from the State Depart- 
ment advising their governments back home not to under- 
take any initiative regarding the Middle East before the 
May 26 deadline for "the Egyptian -Israeli talks on Pales- 
tinian “autonomy”. One report at the time said that the 
American argument was “that European actions prior to 
May 26 could undermine Israeli confidence in the results 
and thereby jeopardise the process." 

Now, a week after the passing of that deadline, the 
American pressure on Europe is getting decidedly more 
blunt. After the U.S. Secretary of State, Mr. Muskie, yes- 
terday issued a direct warning to the French Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mr. Francois-Poncet, to the effect that any European 
move now would still undermine the Camp David process. 
President Carter himself weighed in with an even heavier 
ultimatum. 

Shunning the diplomatic niceties that one would think 
might be appropriate when addressing the European allies 
who increasingly find themselves embarrassed and com- 
promised by American policies around the world, Mr. Car- 
ter has put Europe on notice: America will use its veto 
power in the Security Council to thwart any European 
peace initiative, in order to “prevent the Camp David 
process from being destroyed or subverted.” 

This is a variation on the long-running American theme 
that Camp David is the “only game in town.” Apparently 
not noticing that the game is long since over — without a 
goal being scored -- Mr. Carter, in the manner of the 
neighbourhood bully, is still threatening to take his ball and 
go home. 

It is one thing for the Americans to maintain doggedly 
that the Camp David process is still alive just because they 
say it is. It is quite another thing for them to go on deluding 
themselves, and trying to delude the rest of the world, 
about the real causes for the decline in whatever credibility 
that process had in the first place, or about the real source 
of any undermining of that process. 

We have long faulted the engineers of the Camp David 
scheme for not foreseeing that what it did in essence was to 
give Israel the ideal pretext for consolidating its military 
occupation of the West Bank and Gaza, for pursuing its 
plans for expansion of the Zionist state, and for imposing 
perpetual thralldom on the native Arab inhabitants of 
occupied Palestine. It was never a particularly prescient 
observation on our part to discern that, for. these reasons, 
the Camp David scheme as such hardly ranked as much of a 
contribution to peace. 

However, now that Israel has, in the most brazen and 
offensive ways, begun to use the licence accordingly 
granted it under Camp David, it would seem that the 
Americans at best are sadly deluding themselves, or, at 
worst, are acting in complicity with Israeli motives and 
actions, by their continued failure to recognise and to try 
and stop the Israeli practices which have so effectively 
killed the chances for peace. 

Our concern, of course, is not so much with the under- 
mining of any “peace process" as with the undermining of 
peace itself. 

Our impression, strengthened by the obvious concern 
shown by the British parliamentary group whom we met in 
Amman last week, is that the Europeans are determined to 
.press ahead with their initiative — in the Security Council, 
whether the Americans like it or not. They feel that it is the 
best contribution they can make to rescuing the peace — 
and, not incidentally, to rescuing the Americans horn their 
own misguided diplomacy.

The announcement of die planned visit received special attention in 
Arab and international circles because of two essential considerations: 

— Its scheduled date is remarkably close to that of the industrial countries' 
summit in Venice. This is the conference on whose agenda the Middle East 
issue will be prominent, and where the U.S. will get the opportunity to 
evaluate its own position towards the issue in the light of die European 
attitude and the harmony that should prevail between Washington and its 
European allies, and also in the light of the basic needs of the big industrial 
countries — foremost of which is the establishment of a genuine and 
comprehensive peace in oar region. 

— The second essential consideration is what is known about the Jor- 
danian stand — its clarity and stability, and Jordan’s pan-Arab com- 
mitment and ability to be true to the unified Arab stand. 

Therefore, King Hussein's forthcoming visit to Washington provides a 
true opportunity for the U.S. administration once again to bear the voice 
of the Arabs, in order to realise facts which cannot be overlooked — first 


and foremost, the impossibility of achieving peace while continuing to 

tie. The 


usurp Arab rights and at the expense of the Palestinian people, 
interest of the whole world lies in enabling the Palestinians to regain and 
exercise their national rights. 

AL DUSTOUR: During His Majesty King Hussein's forthcoming visit to 
Washington, be will inform President Carter a boot Jordan's and the 
Arabs' attitude with regard to the truths behind the Arab stand, and will 
explain to him that, the Camp David agreements do not form a sound basis 
for a peaceful settlement. He will make dear that the local autonomy 
negotiations took the wrong coarse, thus dampening the prospects for the 
realisation of the Pales tin ain s' right to self-determination in thpir home- 
land. 

We are confident that King Hussein will also acquaint President Car- 
ter. the U.S. administration and American public opinion with the dangers 
inherent in the continuation of a futile process which is no more than a 
bilateral settlement that overlooks the basic facts of the Arab- Israeli 
conflict. The correct course of action is for Washington to recognise and 
play its tnie role — to put pressure on Israel and force h recognise the 
Palestinian fact, and the fact that there is a people looking forward to 
return to their land, which was occupied by oppression and a ggressio n. 
Any effect exerted outside this framework is a wasted one add will cause 
the situation further to deteriorate.

Diplomatic relations were established between Japan and Jor- 
dan on July 14, 1954. 

In 1957 Japan appointed its ambassador in Iraq to be con- 
currently Japan’s first minister to Jordan, and in 1959 Jordan 
appointed its ambassador to the them Republic of China (now 
Taiwan) as its first minister to Japan. 

Later, in April 1974, Jordan opened an embassy in Tokyo, while 
Japan opened an embassy in Amm an in July 1974. 


Trade 


In 1979, Japanese exports to Jordan reached $96.6 million and 
imports S14.7 milli on. Trade with Jordan has been increasing 
recently, but the balance of trade is still heavily in Japan's favour. 
Mp}or Japanese exports to Jordan include textile goods, machin- 
ery and instruments, and metal products. 


Economic and technical cooperation 


In 1972, Japan built a communications satellite ground station in 
Jordan at a cost of $2,723,000 on a deferred-payment basis. Spe- 
cial envoy Zen taro Kosaka’s visit to Jordan in 1974 led to Japan’s 
granting 3 billion yen in credits (about $13-3 million) to Jordan in 
December of that year to finance Jordan’s telephone network 
expanaoo plan. 

On the occasion of His Majesty Ring Hussein’s visit in 1976, 
Japan granted credits totaling 7.5 billion yen (about $33.3 million) 
to fund Jordan's and irrigation system construction prog- 
ramme. In December 1979 Japan pledged a further 8.6 billion yen 
in credits (about $38.2 imllloa) for Jordan’s communications net- 
work expansion programme.

have increased. The Japanese population in Jordan is thus 225 (199 
in Amman) as of October 1 4979 — up 44 per cent from the previous 
year.

women. Only some of the senior 
personnel (who number about 20) 
come from outside the area. 

There are four supervisors, 
trained by Mr/Uraiqatan agricul- 
tural engineer who received 
specialised training in marketing 
and is on secondment for two 
years from the Ministry of 
Agriculture to get the centre on its 
feet. 

The centre’s team of mechanics 
and electricians was trained in two 
weeks by Roda, and the rest of the 
staff are receiving on-the-job 
training. Drawn from the local 
farming community, its staff — 
particularly the women — fold the 
conditionsmuch better than work- 
ing long hours in the fields under 
the scorching sun. 

There are at present about 70 
men and women handling up to 50 
tonnes of tomatoes a day. or six or 
seven tonnes hourly. With full 


employment handling will reach a 
maximum of 14 tonnes an hour. 

Considering that none of the 
employees had ever done such 
work before they starred at Al 
‘Arda three weeks ago everything 
is going ahead remarkably* 
smoothly. The work is light and 
there is still the novelty of operat- 
ing an ingenious semi-automatic 
system which involves sorting out 
the tomatoes into four different 
sizes and three grades before 
packing them into 10-kilogramme 
boxes which move along slowly 
and silently just above the heads 
of the workers standing at the 
conveyor belts. 

The’ boxes, carried in from an 
adjoining workshop, are in them- 
selves an innovation, assembled 
on the spot and of a size hitherto 
never used in the valley (the stan- 
dard size used by farmers is 22 
kilos). The smaller size not only 
makes packing easier: prospective 
buyers can also judge the goods at

Just enough boxes are made for 
each day’s requirements. But in 
the future, Mr.’Uraiqat explained, 
a store room will be added to the 
centre to allow for stocking up. In 
addition to the tomatoes, the 
completed station will also be able 
to handle up to 10 tonnes an hour 
of vegetables such as potatoes and 
squash. 

Ail boxes are labelled according 
to their grades. The best tomatoes, 
firm and still green with just a hint 
of colour on their undersides, are 
fit for export to the Gulf, since 
they will still be only 60 per cent 
ripe on arrival. 

Second-grade tomatoes, which 
are already half ripe, will make 
their way as far as Syria or Leba- 
non or go on the market in 
Amman. Tomatoes of the third 
grade are already ripe and are fit 
only for local consumption. 

Overripe tomatoes are tossed 
off the conveyor belt into crates to 
be sold to the Jordanian tomato 
paste factory at Marka. 

Completely green tontatoes 
pose a bigger problem; they have 
to be hand sorted, stored and 
returned to the grading machines 
two or three days later. Perhaps as 
many as ten per cent of the 
tomatoes received at the station 
fall into this category, evidence of 
a general shortage of skilled farm 
labour in the valley — or indeed, a 
shortage of labour of any kind. 

Lack of skill, coupled with the 
great rush to pick tomatoes in 
time, accounts for a large number 
of rejects piling up at the station. 
Normally farmers manage to get 
rid of this mediocre produce by 
concealing it at the bottom of their 
22-kilo boxes, perhaps as much as 
10 kilos at a time. 

No such deceitfulness can pass 
at Al ‘Arda. which is one big 
reason why a mere bandful of far- 
mers have so far come forward to 
use the facilities. The rest are 
keeping away until they can see 
what advantages there are in fork- 
ing out two dinars a tonne in 
commission to help fund the sta- 
tion's running costs (the JVA does 
not aim to make a profit. Mr.'Ura- 
iqat said). 

Perhaps it is just as well that !he 
station's workers, as yet somewhat 
overworked and not fully trained, 
have not been inundated with 
farmers’ produce. As it is, nearly 
all of the fifty tonnes packed each 
day belong tooneman, surely one 
of the valley's most colourful and 
unusual characters. This is Mr. 
Rafiq Qa'war who boasts of pro- 
ducing the best tomatoes in the 
valley. 

Mr. Qa'war.who has more than 
3,000 dunums of farmland includ- 
ing 50 dunums on which green- 
houses are operating (he was the 
first farmer to import greenhouses 
in 1974), could scarcely look less 
like his bedouin neighbours. 

With long, curly locks, wearing 
faded blue jeans and carrying a 
gun in a bolster, the former garage 
owner and stock car builder 
returned from the U.S. ten years 
ago to take over his father's farm. 
By now, be has become something 
of a pioneer in the valley. He feels 
it is only a matter of time before 
other farmers follow his example 
and use Al ‘Arda. 

“In the short term one may lose 
(from not sneaking in rotten 
tomatoes),’’ Mr.Qa’war said, “but 
in the long term it’s a good thing. 
It’s sometfiing new and the others 
don’t want to venture yet, but one . 
day they will realise they are losing 
by cheating and getting a bad 
reputation with buyers. 

“Al ‘Arda will provide the 
incentive to produce a better var- 
iety, to get a better grade veg- 
etable. Instead of worrying about

That . of course, is only a portion 
of his produce. Due to the scarcity 
of labour he has only been able to 
bring half his tomatoes (about 
1,000 boxes a day) to the station. 

Coordination with government 
representatives has not been 
smooch either, and one official 
sent to negotiate for overripe 
tomatoes for the paste factory was 
sent packing by the outspoken Mr. 
Qa'war when he dared to propose 
buying up all his tomatoes — 
regardless of their quality — for 50 
fils a kilo. As a result the overripe 
tomatoes, ideal for the paste fac- 
tory, were left to rot. 

“Of course, he would have sold 
the best at a high price and poc- 
keted the profit," Mr.Qa* war said. 

Contempt for authority among 
the fanning community is an age- 
old and universal characteristic 
which does not help in attracting 
fanners to government-sponsored 

Al'Arda. 

However, given the great help 
which farmers have already 
received from the Jordan Valley 
Authority and the example set by 
the valley’s more enterprising and 
influential farmers, it should be 
only a matter of time before Al 
‘Arda becomes a booming mar- 
keting centre for the area. 
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The exporter's dream — a slightly ripe tomato which will be classified 
first grade and exported to the Gulf.

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Turkey eases terms 
for foreign investors 


Bank consortium 


to agree on save-Chryslei* 


ANKARA, May 31 (R) - Tur- 
key today announced a package of 
economic measures aimed _ at - 
encouraging foreign investment. ' 
The new measures give moTe 
scope to potential foreign inves- 
tors and offer foreign firms which 
prospect for oil more freedom to 
use their profits. 

They also include a new decree 
marginally improving conditions 
for repayment of some $1 .8 billion 
□on-guaranteed commercial debts 
owed to tens of thousands of fore- 
ign firms. 

A sweeping austerity package 
issued last January by the gov- 
ernment of Mr. Suleyman 
Detnirel had been strongly criti- 
cised by the foreign firms as 
imposing too tough conditions on 
repayment of the money owed to 
them. 


j The new decree on commercial 
debts is still aimed at encouraging 
the foreign firms to accept their 
money back in Turkish lira dr 
invest it in Turkey. But while the 
January decree offered repayment 
only in U.S. dollars over 10 years, 
at a maximum seven per cent 
annual interest, the new one offers 
repayment in dollars. West Ger- 
man marks, Swiss francs, French 
francs or pounds sterling, at var- 
ying rates. 

Interest is eight per cent for 
■sterling repayments. For U.S. dol- 
lars it is six per cent, for West 
German marks four per cent, for 
French francs seven per cent and 
for Swiss francs three per cent. 

The 10-year period remains the 
same. Finns are given until 
August 30, 1980, to decide which 
option they prefer. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (RJ - 
Three days of intensive negoti- 
ations between U.S. officials and 
135 banks ended yesterday with 
20 of the banks still resisting terms 
of a huge loan package to rescue 
the Chrysler car firm from bank- 
ruptcy. 

’ Deputy Treasury Secretary 
Robert Carswell said the 20 banks 
objecting to the plan wielded con- 
siderable influence and could des- 
troy the complex plan to save 
America's third largest car maker. 
But he said he was convinced they 
would eventually support the pac- 
kage because otherwise they 
would bear responsibility for the 
demise of Chrysler, with its far- 
reaching economic consequences. 

Under a plan authorised by 
Congress and approved by the 
government's Chrysler loan 
guarantee board, the firm will 


receive an initial 5300 million in 

government-backed loans if it 

secures $4.4 billion dollars m wd 
from about 300 banks. The banks 
stand to lose if Chrysler fails.

Australian McNamee downs McEnroe 

PARIS. May 31 (AP) — When he was good, he was very, very 
good, but when be was bad. John McEnroe was horrid, and an 
even-tempered Australian named Paul McNamee made him pay 
dearly for it. 

McNamee, a scrappy 25-year-old righthander who simply 
refused to be beaten, dumped no. 2 seed McEnroe 7-6, 6-7, 7-6. 
7-6 yesterday in a stunning upset at the 1980 French open tennis 
championships. 

“I knew I had a good chance," McNamee said after winning the 
fourth tie-breaker game in the 4-hour 18-minute match. “I was 
always mentally strong. There was no point when I felt the match 
was swinging against me. In fact, I felt 1 was getting a little 
stronger.” 

McEnroe’s defeat dramatically changed the battle io keep 
Bjorn Borg from winning his fifth French crown. Barring more 
upsets, Borg’s major rivals will be no. 3 seed Jimmy. Connors of 
the United States and no. 4 GuiUermo Vilas of Argentina. 

Apart from Borg, Vilas has been the roost impressive so far this 
year on the slow courts of Roland Garros stadium, where he has 
shown the kind of consistent, aggressive form that brought him 
the Italian title last Sunday. 

He whipped Brazil’s Thomas Koch yesterday 6-2, 6-2, 6-3. 
Connors settled down after a scare this week from Frenchman 
Jean-Franco is Caujolle and whipped Antonio Zugarelli of Italy 
6-4, 7-5, 7-5 in another match yesterday. 

Vitas Gerui aitis of the U.S., Chile’s Hans Giidemeister, and 
Poland's Wojtek Fibak also advanced to the final 16 of this 
two-week tournament, as did France’s Yannick Noah. Runner-up 
to Vilas in Rome. Noah proved too strong for Eliot Teltscher of 
the U.S., winning 6-3, 6-0, 7-6. 

The French fans, turning out in record numbers at the newly 
expanded and refurnished Roland Garros stadium, have been 
going wild for Noah, who now will meet Connors tomorrow in 
what promises to be one of the great matches of this $650,000 
tournament. 

With Tracy Austin, Martina Navratilova and Evonne 
Goolagori-g Cawley skipping Paris, the women's competition has 
been fairly lackluster, with defending champion Chris Evert 
Lloyd so far facing tittle challenge. Yesterday she made short 
work of fellow country woman Pam Teeguanfcn 6-1, 6-1. 

Hana Mandilkova eliminated Roselyn Kairbank of South 
Africa, 6-1, 6-2 and advanced to the final 16 with Virginia Wade 
of Britain, Kathy Jordan of the U.S.. and Australia’s Diane 
FromhoJtz.

In the day’s biggest match, McEnroe at tiau$ did not seem to be 
concentrating very well and be was dearly uncomfortable on the 
slow clay courts. When he was good he was often brilliant. In the 
fourth set, down two sets to one, be jumped to a 4-1 lead, his 
. tricky left-handed serve becoming steadier. In the sixth game 
McEnroe failed to win a single point on his own serve, and he 
hardly looked like the world's second best tennis player. 

McNamee, boosted by the crowd, came back to lead 5-4, only 
to have New York’s 20-year-old “Superbrat,” as the French press 
calls McEnroe, win nine of the next 10 points and take the lead at 
6-5. 

The 12th game was spectacular, with McNamee winning it on 
the 27tb point, after surviving seven set points for McEnroe. The 
American hit seemingly impossible shots for winners, only to net 
easy volleys on the following point. McNamee was less brilliant, 
bul made fewer errors, bringing him the favour of the 18,000- 
strong crowd. 

*‘I think the public appreciated a great fight and that* s what they 
got,” the Australian said. 

England overcomes Australia 2-1 in soccer 

SYDNEY, May 31 (R.) - Two first-half goals from Gien Hoddle 
and Paul Mariner were just enought to carry England to a 2-1 
victory over Australia here today in the match staged to mark the 
centenary of Australian soccer. 

In the second half the England defence was fortunate to bold 
out against persistent pressure from the part-time Australian 
team until two minutes from time, when school teacher Gary Cole 
scored from the penalty spot. 

England quickly snuffed out early Australian attacks and Hod- 
dle drove home the first England goal from 20 yards. When Terry 
Butcher put his Ipswich team-mate Paul Mariner through to score 
the second goal in the 24th minute, it looked as if England would 
win by a big score. Further pressure up to the interval failed to 
bring any more reward, and in the second half the Australian 
team, which had shown little spirit, was transformed. 

Australian Manager Rudi Gutendorf brought on Peter Shame 
on the wing in place of Kenny Boden , and the move changed the 
character of the game. Shame's speed and skill down the left side 
often had England captain Trevor Cherry in trouble. He set up 
several scoring opportunities, but the Australians were not able to 
finish them off. 

It was Shame who in the dying minutes of the match was 
brought down by England goalkeeper Joe Corrigan for the pen- 
alty from which Cole scored.

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Army strengthens administrative grip 

South Korea sets up 
security committee 


S£OUL, May 31 (R) 
powerful military 

President Choi Kyu-hah 
announced the formation of an 
army-dominated 25-man Special 
Committee for National Security 
Measures. 

The committee, made up of 14 
generals on active service, three 
retired officers and eight civilians, 
will coordinate activities between 
the martial Law command and the 
civilian State Council — presided 
over by the president. 

Army strongman Lieutenant- 
General Chun Doo-hwan, head of 
both the military and civilian sec- 
urity forces, was also appointed 
chairman of a standing committee 
of about 30 members to consider 
matters delegated to it by the 
special committee. 

A presidential spokesman 
named two other members of the 
standing committee — Major- 
General Ro Tae-woo, 47, com- 
mander of the Seoul security gar- 
rison command, and Major- 
General Chung Ho-yong, 47, 
commander of special forces.

Opposition politicians said the 
announcement confirmed their 
fears that the military would 
reduce the power of the State 
Council, set back the timetable for 
a return to full parliamentary 
democracy and defer presidential 
and general elections planned for 
the first half of 1981. 

Members of the opposition saw 
the appointment of General Chun 
to chair the standing committee as 
a move to legitimise what they see 
as his bid to take over the mantle 
of the late President Park 
Chung-hee. 

General Chun has been singled 
out for attack by militant students 
whose street demonstrations for 
faster democratic reforms led to 
the strict martial law clamp-down 
throughout the country on May 
17. 

Demands for his resignation 
have been widespread and stu- 
dents in the South Cholla pro- 
vincial capital of Kwangju called 
for his execution during the recent 
uprising against military rep- 
ression. 

The ten -day Kwangju uprising 
was crushed by the army earlier 
this week.

They are 
leading dissident Mr. Kim Dae- 
j ung, who polled 45 per cent of the 
popular vote against President 
Park in 1971, and Mr. Kim Jong- 
pil, president of the Democratic 
Republican Party (DRP), Pres- 
ident Park’s former power base. 

A third presidential candidate, 
Mr. Kim Young-sam, leader of the 
opposition New Democratic Party 
(NDP), has been placed under 
house arrest by the martial law' 
authorities. He declined comment 
on the new army moves when con- 
tacted by telephone. 


China announces Tibet reforms 


PEKING, May 31 (R) — China today announced 
a secies of wide-ranging reforms for Tibet which 
revealed that things had been going seriously 
wrong in the vast Himalayan region for more than 
a decade. 

The People’s Daily said Mr. Hu Yaobang, the 
general secretary of the Chinese Communist 
Party, was currently making an inspection tour of 
the so-called “autonomous region” with the 
newly-appointed Vice-Premier Wan Li. It was the 
highest-level visit to Tibet at least since the cul- 
tural revolution of the late 1960s. 

The paper said the two leaders, after ten days of 
talks with local officials, had drawn up a six-point 
list of preconditions for a more prosperous Tibet 

The list revealed that for at least the past 
decade, the Tibetan economy and culture had suf- 
fered from a system of rigid left-wing controls 
often imposed by non-Tibetan Chinese officials 
who lived in relative luxury. It also appeared to 
confirm reports by foreign correspondents who 
visited the area last year that Tibet was being 
governed as a Chinese colony. 

The reforms were announced rwo days after it 
was revealed that Tibet 5 s Communist Party sup- 
remo, Mr. Ren Rong, had been sacked and 
replaced by a Tibetan-speaking Chinese, Mr. Qin 
Fatanq, with 20 years working experience in the 
region. 


‘A minority of Han (Chinese) comrades have 
displayed incorrect tendencies,” according to one 
of the six points listed. It was therefore necessary 
to strengthen ties between Tibetan and Chinese 
officials- The other points were: 

— The Tibetan autonomous region should have 
more real self-government. Tibet may fonn its 
own decrees and regulations in line with its 
char acteristics, to protect its naffonal autonomy 
and special interest. 

—Tibet should be exempted from supplying fixed 
quotas of produce to the state for several years in 
order to boost its own economy. Peasants and 
herdsmen should be allowed to sell their produce 
on a bargaining basis. 

— Crops should be grown which suit local needs 
and conditions, instead of growing wheat and bar- 
ley by state decree. 

— Privately owned plots should be expanded, 
private ownership of animals increased and 
sideline occupations and handicrafts developed. 
11 A household should be allowed to raise dozens of 
sheep and several head of cattle.” 

— The central government should increase its 
allocation of funds to Tibet to increase pro- 
duction, stimulate Tibet’s economy and enrich its 
cultural life. “The idea of serving the people 
should be fostered,” the People’s Daily said.

Britain to consider EEC proposals Monday 


BRUSSELS, May 31 (R) — The

Women entering labour force 
‘in unprecedented numbers’ 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP) - 
The number of women worldwide 
who are counted as “economically 
active” rose from 344 million to 
576 million between 1950 and 
1975, and nearly half the world's 
women are employed outside the 
home, according to a study 
released today. 

“Women have entered the for- 
mal labour force in unprecedented 
numbers during the last three 
decades," the report by the World 
-watch Institute said. ‘‘The trend 
toward greater participation in the 
labour force on the part of women 
is most advanced in the Western 
industrial states and the com- 
munist countries in Eastern- 
Europe and East Asia." 

In most of these countries, the 
institute said, half or more of all 
adult women are “economically 
active ” most of them working in 
jobs outside the home. In the 
West, male participation rates 
have declined slightly, because 
men have been staying in school 
longer and retiring earlier. 

Over the last three decades, the 
.proportion of women who work 
for pay grew from one-quarter to 
one -half in Canada and from 
one-third to rwo-thirds in Sweden. 

In developing countries, the 
institute reported, the record of 
women’s employment is much 
more diverse. In Latin America, 
the labour force participation rate 
of women rose by less than two per 
cent between 1950 and 1975. 
Women's employment has 
expanded greatly in Hong Kong, 
Malaysia, Singapore and South 
Korea, especially in textile, clo- 
thing and electronics plants. 


The study was prepared by Miss 
Kathleen Newland, a senior 
researcher with Worldwatch Insti- 
tute. The institute is an inde- 
pendent, non-profit research 
organisation funded by private, 
foundations. United Nations 
organisations and governmental 
agencies. 

In the study. Miss Newland 
said: “There are growing pres- 
sures on women to earn an 
income. As inflation outstrips 
gains in real income, raany- 
families can maintain a given 
standard of living only by relying 
on two income earners. In the 
Third World, the disintegration of 
families as the result of deepening 
poverty often forces women into 
the work force. 

Although more women are 
working outside the home, the 
study said, women still bear the 
brunt of housework and child care 
even when they also work outside 
the home. A study of households 
in 12 countries showed the total 
number of hours wage-earning 
women spend working, at home as 
well as on the job, surpasses the 
total of either men or nonem- 
pioyed women — by as much as ten 
or 15 hours a week. 

Only a few governments, it said, 
have attempted to reconcile work 
and home responsibilities so that 
men and women can participate 
equally in both employment and 
family life. China and Cuba have 
made the sharing of housework an 
official policy. Sweden has 
adopted policies in support of 
equal opportunity for women and 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (R) - 
President Jimmy Carter will get 
the last bit of political support he 
needs to win the Democratic 
Party's presidential nomination 
when the final primaries are held 
on Tuesday, but that could be the 
start of a major party fight. 

Supporters of Senator Edward 
'Kennedy are saying their man 
might not give up the race and he 
might take the fight to the floor of 
the party's nominating convention 
in August. 

Most political analysts say that 
such a move would only postpone 
Mr. Kennedy's defeat and further 
• weaken Mr. Carter for the general 
election against Republican Mr. 
Ronald Reagan and independent 
Mr. John Anderson. 

The primary election season 
ends on what the American press 
has dubbed “super Tuesday" with 
eight polls, including key battles in 
the big industrial states of Califor- 
nia, New Jersey and Ohio. Poll- 
sters rate Mr. Carter the favourite 
in Ohio with the other two con- 
tests very close. 

The four-month primary cam- 
paign in 35 states that cost three 
Democratic and seven Republican 
candidates about SI 00 million has 
left Mr. Carter with all but a few of 
the 1.666 delegates he needs to 
win the nomination when the roll 
is called at his party’s convention. 

There are 696 delegates at stake 
on Tuesday but no one, including 
Mr. Kennedy, doubts the pres- 
ident will go well over the top. 
That should end the Democratic 
contest, unless the Massachusetts 
senator derides to keep going if he 
fares well on Tuesday. 

On the Republican side, former 
California governor Reagan, star 
of heart-throb movies and com- 
edies in the 1940s and 1950s and 
champion of right-wing con- 
servatism, was assured of his 
party's nomination when his 
major rival, former U.N. ambas- 
sador George Bush, conceded 
defeat last week. 

That freed the Republicans to 
organise for the presidential elec- 
tion in November while the 
Democrats wait for the Carter- 
Kennedy struggle to end. 


Seven-nation African summit 
to discuss Namibia peace plan 


LUSAKA, May 31 (R) — A seven-nation African 
summit meeting will be held in Lusaka on Tuesday 
to discuss recent developments regarding a United 
Nations-backed plan for a peace settlement in 
Namibia (South West Africa), a Zambian foreign 
ministry spokesman said today. 

The meeting, which will bring together the lead- 
ers of the five so-called front-line states plus newly 
independent Zimbabwe, Nigeria and the South 
West African Peoples Organisation (SWAPO), has 
been unofficially expected for the past week. The 
foreign ministry spokesman was unable to give 
details of the agenda for the gathering. 

The front-line states, Angola, Botswana, 
Mozambique, Tanzania and Zambia, were orig- 
inally grouped together as an Organisation of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU) subcommittee during the 
struggle for majority rule in what is now inde- 
pendent Zimbabwe. 

The leaders of the countries involved are due to 
begin arriving in Lusaka on Monday, the foreign 
ministry spokesman said. 

'Negotiations on the independence settlement 
plan for Namibia, which is rated by Smith Africa in 
defiance of United Nations resolutions, have 
gathered momentum in recent weeks. 

South African Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
replied conditionally on May 12 to a report issued 
by U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim in 
March on a fact-finding mission sent by the world 
body to southern Africa. 


Mr. Waldheim said in his report the time had 
come to make necessary political decisions to 
implement the U.N .-endorsed plan, which includes 
establishment of a demilitarised zone (DMZ) 
extending 50 kilometres on either side of Namibia's 
.northern border. The DMZ would take in parts of 
Angola and Zambia. 

But during a visit to London on May 21, Mr. 
Waldheim expressed reservations about Mr. 
Botha’s reply, which called on the U.N. to guaran- 
tee complete impartiality in a pre-indepence elec- 
tion period in Namibia. That would effectively 
mean ignoring U.N. recognition of SWAPO as the 
.sole representative of the Namibian people. 

SWAPO, under the leadership of President Sam 
Nujoma. has been waging a guerrilla campaign 
against South African presence in Namibia. In 
retaliation. South Africa has struck at targets inside 
neighbouring Angola and Zambia which it 
described as SWAPO bases. 

Mr. Waldheim said in London he was discussing 
Mr. Botha's letter with the five-member western 
group which drew up the Namibia plan, the five 
front-line African states and other parties con- 
cerned. The five Western nations are the United 
States, Britain, West Germany, France and 
Canada. A reply would be sent to South Africa 
when the talks were completed, he added. 

Tuesday’s hastily convened meeting in Lusaka is 
viewed by Western diplomats based in ZamWate 
being in the context of these discussions. 


An extra element is Republican 
Congressman John Anderson who 
is in the field as an independent. 
His political base is among young 
liberal voters of no fixed party 
affiliation where be hopes to 
exploit rising public discontent 
with a Carter-Reagan choice.

Olympic boycott

WASHINGTON, May 31 (R) - 
The U.S.-led campaign to boycott 
the Moscow Olympics may be 
backfiring, French Foreign Minis- 
ter Jean Fra nco is -Poncet told 
reporters yesterday. 

This was because of the inde- 
cisiveness shown by various coun- 
tries about attending the July 
games, he added after three hours 
of talks with Secretary of State 
Edmund Muskie.
